., that Joseph Smith wus u — ty 

ot from the year A. D. 1894, whieh has 

veen fully and forcibly illastrated be- 

— the power of all successful contra- 
otion— that be did positively give false 

revelations, and also taught many false 

doctrines, whieh subsequently proved to 
be most disastrous to the church. And 
yet the effort which has been made in 
presenting the vast amount of proof in 
establishing that most lamentable and 

solemn fact, has ‘not béen done with a 

motive to detract a single virtue of moral 

worth that is due to the reputation of 

Joseph Smith, during his proptetic pe- 

tiod and walk in all righteousness before 

the Lord. But it has been wholly in 
view of the great amount of misobief 
that has resulted from the many false 
doctrines that came through him after 
he fell, though still pretended to be of 
divine origin, and is now believed by 
many thousands, which has long since

Therefore it be- 
comes essentially necessary throughout

His proclamations from 
time to time revealing the many new and 
contradicting prineiples of doctrine © 
which favored his own personal advan- 
tages, clearly indicates a change of par- 
poses and designs, founded in selfish | 
motives, which was so adroitly perform- 
‘ed that thousands of the saints have not 
deen adle to detect the imposition prac- 
tised upon them even down to this day. 
Joseph Smith's former greatness in bring- 
ing forth and translating the Book of 
Mormon by the gift and power of God, 
as an inspired man, was well calculated 
to make an indelible impression upon 
the minds of every hetiever in the work 
that he had been so highly honored of 
God in bringing forth. And in connec- 
tion with the error which is too common- 
ly ‘believed, that great men can never 
fail, and also by not keeping the com- 
mandments in walking in all righteons- 
ness before the Lord, the way was soon 
paved fer impovition, which was prac- 
tised most wofully upon the church. 
They seemed to have forgotten the pre- 
diction of that blindness that should fall 
upon them for neglect. of duty, which 
was given concerning them in Sept., 18 
82, in sec. 4, par. 8, D. C., which says: 
And your minds in times past have 
been darkened because of unbelief, and 
because you have treated lightly the 
things you have received, which vanity

obey the former commandments and 
walk according to tha: which, they had 
received, that then the awful judgment 
of God should fall upon them ;—which 
began to take place in 1883, just four- 
teen moaths afterward, when they were 
driven out from Jackson county, Mis- 
souri, and in the same year, one month 
after they were driven out from their 
possessions, they were told by a revela- 
tion that it was for their trausgressions, 
for which they were driven by their en- 
emies, Sec. 98, pars. 1—3. These rev- 
elations as given in sections 4 and 98, 
clearly show that the church was under 
condemnation in the fall of 1838, when 
they were driven from their homes, con- 
sequently that darkness of mind still 
seemed to rest upon them, which was 
preparing the way for great impositions 
by falee doctrines which soon follqwed. 

The Church now being driven out at 
this period, oceupied an entire differ- 
ent position in relation to the prospect 
for their gathering from that which they 
had enjoyed before. Great anxiety rest- 
ed upon the Church, as to what would 
be the final result. A reselation was 


given in Deo. 1838, one month after they 


were driven out, making known the order 
of the plan by which the Saints should 
return. D. C. Sec. 98, par's. 6 to 10, as 
follows: Be ad 

Par. 6, And now I will show unto 
you a parable, that you may know my 
will concerning the redemption of Zion. 
A certain Nobleman had a spot of land

The PARABLE illustrates its final accom- 
plishment, spowing that after the lands 
are purchased, according to the com- 
mandments, the saints will then go up 
and take possession of their own lands.

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fogs. All those principles of false doc- 
trines and teachings to the Church came 
through Jeseph Smith, after the fore- 
part of the year 1884. Therefore inas- 
much as Joseph Smith did reveal some 
of those henioue doctrines, and believed 
in and practiced. upon all of them, it is 
a demonstration: of the blindness of his 
mind after that day. ‘Though concealed 
from the chareh through the high stand- 
ing of character that he still held in the 
church, which enabled him to wield a 
mighty influence over the church in all 
bis precepts and practices, so that be had 
perfectly monopolized all the affairs of 
the church to his own personal advan- 
tage, so that there wasjbut few who dare 
eall in question any of his pretentions, 
but subsequent time, and the public ree- 
ords clearly and perfectly unfold all the 
great mysteries of the whole proeeed- 
ings in such an implicit manner, that 
there is nod room for doubt or mistake, 
therefore with these resources, by the 
help of the Lord there is left a sufficient 
treasure to. set in order all things that 
are wanting, which cam never be done 


only in all righteousness. Thefore alt | 


false doctrines and principles must be 
wholly swept away from the miist of 
those who will build up in all truth and 
righteousness.

—＋ 1 up all che forces that he 
could raise, he marched up and was to- 
tally defeated, be disbanded his army 
and made bie way back to Kirtland, 
Ohio, in July 1834, be then gave up the 
enterprise of redeeming Zion, and instead 
of going sTRaliontway as the Lords 
‘“*Senvant” was manded to do, and 
redeem Zion, he went straightway to 
Banking, and to serve the world, he 
speculated upon a borrowed capital un- 
til 1837, when he failed, and in fear of 
his creditors, be left straight way after 
night, and bebold, he was found ata 
place called Far West, in Missouri, and 
thus it-happened tothat who 
was to redeem Zion. While Joseph was 
at Far West, he was not far from Jackson 
County, some 40 or 60 miles. He re- 
mained in Far West, and in that vicinity, 
until 1889, but no stir was made in pre- 
paring to go up with that Szsvayr”™ 
and redeem Zion. He had been whipt 
onee, and that time had not come for 
the next one. They had deen com- 
manded in Sec. 102, par. 9, not te try it 
any more until all mations were on their | 
side.
